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Sweep-Stakes. 

Preaching in St. Patrick's Cathedral 
yesterday the Archbishop of Dublin dealt 
with the vexed question of sweep-stakes. 
Last week, our readers will remembe:, 
Messrs, White and Milroy asked the leave 
of Dail Kireann to introduce a private Bill 
to legalise sweep-stakes for charitable pur- 
poses, Their motion was opposed strongly 
by Mr. Kevin O’Higgins, Minister for 
Home Affairs. He had given enough con- 
sideration to the question of sweep-stakes, 
he said, to realise that it would be almost 
impossible to close all the loopholes to 
corruption and fraud that might be opened 
by the Bill. In spite of his opposition, 
however, leave to introduce the Bill was 
granted by thirty-seven votes-to twelve. 
Among those who voted with the minority 
were six Ministers, the Parliamentary 
leader of the Labour Party, with his chief 
lisutenant; Professor Thrift, of Dublin 
University, and Professor Magennis, of 
the National University of Ireland. The 
Archbishop of Dublin made the proposed 
introduction of this Bill the basis of his 
remarks, and his sermon ought to be read 
by everybody who is interested in the 
problem of sweep-stakes. His Grace made 
it perfectly clear from the very outset that 
he was not in favour of anything in the 
nature of “grandmotherly legislation,” 
and saw no inherent harm in betting for 
small sums, or playing cards for nominal 
stakes. The proposal to bring sweep- 
stakes under the mantle of the law, 
however, raised large moral 
The State could not afford to adopt a 
cynical attitude of detachment in a matter 
of this kind, and His Grace expressed the 
sincere hope that the Minister for Home 
Affairs would succeed in defeating the pro- 
posed Bill, : 

We find ourselves in complete agreement 
with the Archbishop’s views. It is ex- 
tremely difficult to lay one’s finger on the 
point at whick the appeal to chance ceases 
to be harmless and becomes a positive 
danger to the moral life of a community.

which gambling leads. Dr. Gregg laid stress 
on two evil effects of the reiterated appeal 
to chance. In the first place, he said, it 
over-stimulates the mind in an unhealthy 
manner, and, by offering a perennial 
means of escape from the sameness of the 
average man’s existence, acts as a drug 
acts on jaded nerves. Gambling in any 
shape or form easily becomes a passion. 
It offers a big return for a small outlay; 
it engenders restlessness of mind and 
spirit; it makes men and women dissatis- 
fied with their work and its rewards, and 
very often it leads to the complete de 
struction of the moral sense. In the 
second place, gambling on a large scale 
tends to give its devotees an entirely false 
idea of the value of money, There is a 
natural proportion between effort and 
reward, and so soon as citizens fail to 
recognise that proportion the moral basis 
of the State begins to collapse. If, as the 
Archbishop remarks, gamblers were 
philosophers, there would be a different 
story to tell; but, unfortunately, 
there are few, indeed, who, having won a 
large sum of money on a race, or several 
thousands of pounds in a sweep-stake, will 
settle down to their ordinary, hum-~drum 
work and put the element of chance behind 
them for ever. 

For those who must gamble there are 
plenty of opportunities. The 
and the Stock Exchange are always with 
us. The Archbishop’s main argument is 
that the State ought to provide no further 
facilities. He recognises that the public 
will not tolerate “ leading strings,’’ but is 
strongly of the opinion that no barriers 
which exist at present should be removed. 
We are very glad that the Minister for 
Home Affairs has taken such a strong 
stand in this matter. A sweep-stake is a

personal gain. 
a ticket is concerned not so much with 
the object of the enterprise as with the 
amount of money which the winner will 
obtain ; and, although there is no doubt 
that hospitals and similar institutions 
would benefit very largely by the legisla- 
tion of sweep-stakes, the amount of good 
which would accrue to the State would be 
overshadowed completely by the amount of 
harm which would be suffered by the com- 
munity, Once legalised sweep-stakes were 
started, where would they end? The 
country would be deluged with tickets, 
and the various promoting bodies would 
vie with one another in the provision of 
enormous prizes. Conditions in Ireland 
are unstable enough, in all conscience. The 
moral sense of the community has become 
sufficiently dulled without the aid of new 
narcotics. What the Ireland of to-day 
needs more tham anything else is honest 
work. If every man should put his back 
into his job, jorgetting politics and sweep- 
stakes alike, the soon 
prosper. Chance ought to have no place 
in the new Ireland, and the Archbishop of 
Dublin has done a public service in his 
clear and moderaté statement of the case 
against the proposed Bill

All true believers in the blessings of 
continual progress will learn with alarm 
that the course of British broadcasting is 
not runging smooth. As everybody knows, 
broadcasting consists in distributing by a 
system of “ wireless’’ telephony listening 
matter of a suitable nature to which any 
person possessed of a suitable ‘receiving 
instrument suitably tuned can “listen in.” 
Concerts, lectures, semnons, bed-time 
stories, politica] speeches—al] forms of 
entertainment, in fact, that people are 


fnormally in the habit of paying money 


to hear are flung upon the ether by the 
British Broadcasting Company to be en- 
joyed by their subscribers. The British 
Broadcasting Company, however, is not a 
philanthropic institution. It is in business, 
like the rest of us, in order to earn money. 
For the sum of 10s. anybody can secure 
from the local post-office a licence to use 
an official “ B.B.C.”’ listening-in apparatus. 
On the sale of these apparatus, which cost 
from £5 to £25, according to their power 
and precision, the British Broadcasting 
Company receives a small, but adequate, 
royalty. . Unfortunately, the British Post 
Office, in the interests of scicnce, will also

Now the construction of a listening-it 
instrument is apparently absurdly simple— 
a few bita of wood and wire; and it is 
only a week or two before the conservative 
parents are listening with mingled pride 
and pleasure and free of charge to Dean 
Inge, interspersed with snatches of Harry 
Lauder and snappy observations in Morse 
from ss. Chaotic five hundred miles 8.S.W. 
of the Fastnet. In a word, instead of 
buying official “ B.B.C.” listening-in sets, 
Great Britain is busy making its own. 
A Government cannot throttle scientific 
research in order that.a company may earn 
dividends. In any case, to try and put 
down the use of unlicensed listeners-in 
would be expensive and unavailing. It has 
been suggested that the Government should 
undertake the broadcasting as a free public 
service. There might result a maximum 
of Sir A. Grifiith-Boscawen and a minimum 
of Harry Lauder, and the well-known 
story-teller might\aterrupt his best bed- 
side effort to ask, {Have you paid your 
income tax?” Being free of charze, it 
would not matter if the quality of the 
service were a trifle strained. 
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Airc Transport. 


The report of the British Air Ministry, 
whose unofficial committee of three eminent 
business men have been investigating the 
means by which British air transport can 
best be developed, has been published. 
The report proposes that all air traffic 
be placed in the hands of a single corpora- 
tion, with a capital of one million pounds 
and a subsidy of £100,000 a vear for ten 
years from the British Government. The 
subsidy would not be a real subsidy in the 
ordinary sense, because it is proposed that 
of the profits in excess of ten per cent. in 
any given year half should. go to the 
Government, The first criticism of the Air 
Ministry's proposal that suggests itself is 
that the public always looks with sus- 
picion upon any corporation or individual 
that offers public service in return for a 
virtual monopoly. Ali the &rguments in 
favour of the single concern are well 
known; but well known, too, is the funda. 
mental fact that competition sharpens wits, 


Air transport is not like the tramcar 
system, where two companies cannot 
operate on the same street, and a monopoly 
is essential. There is room in the air 
for all, and, as there is obviously a 
future for air transport, the best 
method of securing the best accommoda-, 
tion for the public at the lowest rates is 
to let enterprising concerns fight for the 
public’s patronage. There is about the 
suggestion of “one great British air cor- 
poration’ a touch of the crandiose. We 
feel that the offices will be palatial, the 
stafis large, the paper work admirable ; 
but we wonder if the British public will 
get, the cheap flights that the other com- 
panies will give if the Government spends 
enother million in subsidising them and 
leaves them to fight, for the best routes and 
the biggest trade. 


A New Expedition. 


Man is an imitative anima] as well asa 
creature of enthusiasms, and it is not sur- 
prising to hear that the success of Mr. 
Carter and Lord Carnarvon in discovering 
the tomb of Tutankhamen and all its price- 
less contents has been the signal for other 
enterprises of a similar nature to be under- 
taken. The latest of these is an expedi- 
tion composed of British and American 
explorers to the site of ancient Carthage, 
where they hope to dig up the treasure 
carried away from Rome, according to 
the ancient historians, by Alaric, the Goth, 
after he had sacked the city. Whether 
this is a scientific or merely a treasure- 
hunting expedition does not appear. If 
the former, it may still do incalculable 
harm. Excavation is a science in itself, 
and has no relation to what the searcher 
knows of history-or archeology. For one 
man with a genius for excavation, like Sir 
Arthur Evans or Mr. Howard Carter, there 
are a dozen who, through haste, or im- 
patience, or lack of sufficient funds, 
destroy more than they find. That is their 
real crime. Their knowledge may be great, 
their position in the world of learning 
secure. It no more follows that they should 
be allowed to dig in Egypt or Carthage or 
Gnossos or the Hill of Tara than that the 
leading authority on English constitutional 
law should be put in charge of the busi- 
ness of repairing Westminster Hall. The 
success which has attended Mr. Carter's 
efforts may well arouse legitimate en- 
thusiasm for archwological investigation. 
It should arouse an equal determina 
tion among the Governments whose terri- 
tories contained noted repositories of 
buried history that none but skilled hands 
shall undertake the perilous task of bring- 
ing the treasures of knowledge to light. 


Scotland Yet. 


At Lansdowne road on Saturday the 
Irish Rugby team was beaten by Scot- 
land after a hard and _ well-contested 
game. The Scotsmen won on their merits, 
and justified all the praise which their 
victory over Wales at Cardiff evoked from 
the cross-Channel Press. In their captain, 
Mr. A. L. Gracie, they have one of the 
most stylish and brilliant c@ptre-three- 
quarters in the British Isles, while their 
youthful scrum-half, Mr. W. E. Brvce, 
who is still on the threshold of his Rugby 
career, may yet go down to football history 
as one of the immortals of the game. The 
Irish team suffered through two defects. 
Our forwards lacked both weight and ex- 
perience, while the selectors have been 
unable to find two half-backs of interna- 
tional] calibre. Nevertheless, Saturday's 
game was fought to a tinish, and every 
Irish player gave of his very. best. 
W. E. Crawford, despite the fact that, as 
international footballers go, he is a 
veteran, is still probably the best full-back 
in the four countries, and his display on 
Saturday was wonderful. The enormous 
crowd at Lansdowne road testified to the 
popularity of Rugby football in Treland, 
and, although our team was defeated, 
there is still plenty of life in Irish Rugby. 
We congratulate the Scottish team on their 
victory. Their play was in the highest 
tradition of the game. The day will 
come, we hope, when Ireland will. turn 
the tables on them ; but, victory or defeat, 
the Irish-Scottish match never will cease 
to be a joy to sportsmen.

It was a dirty day, but a fine open game. 
I have never seen a more sporting interna- 
tional, and no matter what. the professional 
Jeremiahs may say about the Irish fifteen, 
they played like Trojans, and had they had 
a Dicky Lloyd behind the scrum, I shudder 
to think of what might have happened. Both 
teams were young, Crawford and Collopy, 
probably, the best men in the Irish side, 
were the only pre-war veterans, while the 
average age of the Scots cannot have been 
more than 25 or 24. 


Cassen’s Try. 

There was a fine crowd despite the rain, 
and it was a sporting crowd, as only an 
frish Rugby crowd can be. How they 
cheered when Denis Cussen, with all the 
abandon of a Basil Maclear, huried himself 
through two formidable Scotsmen for that 
first try! It was a grand piece of work, for 
which credit also must be given to Hall and 
Stephenson, who gave the winger his great 
opportunity. A Free State soldier rushed 
on the field to shake the scorer’s hand. That, 
perhaps, was the happiest incident of a happy 
match. 

Thenceforward I kept my eyes on Liddell. 
I knew that he was the 100 yards’ champion 
of Scotland, and that he bad won the Inter- 
University sprints on several occasions; and 
he reminded me of poor, big-hearted John 
George Will, the hero of many an epic fight 
for Scotland, who was shot down by a Ger- 
man. airman during the war. Liddell is a 
faster three-quarter than J. G. Will, but he 
does not ran so straight, although he has 
that same deer-like stride that was the bane 
of so many full-backs* lives. 

There can never be another John Goorge. 
Who will forget that classic night I 
Theatre Royal, when, with Angus, of 
sonians, he arrived in the parterre with a 
fishing rod and proceeded to dangle a bloater 
in front of the conductor’s nose! Some of 
those sprints along the tonch-line on Satur- 
day were reminiscent of Will at his best. 
What would he not have given to be there? 

Gracie and Liddell made a splendid com- 
bination. The former is probably the most 
stvlish centre since Ronnie Poulton, and, in 
spite of the awful condition of the ball on 
Saturday, he gave a splendid exhibition of 
three-quarter play. What a pair he and 
Stephenson would make behind a winning 
pack! The Irish centre did not get many 


magnificent, and be watched Gracie as a cat 
watches a mouse, 


A Great Half, 


One could write columns about W. E. Bryce 
of Selkirk. He probably was in short trousers 
when Crawford began to play international 
football, but’ to-day he undoubtedly is one of 
the best scrum halves plaving, and will give 
Kershaw a good run for his money at Inver- 
leith. He looks like a school-bov, and plays 
like a genius. On Saturday he had a finger 
in every pie. The way he whipped that ball 
away from the scrum was a treat And he 
would tackle anything. . He was obviously the 
darling of the crowd after the first quarter of 
an hour, and shared with Gracie and Craw: 
ford the honours of the match. 

Considering the state of the ground and the 
sodden ball, the Irish team played wonder- 
fully well. The forwards were both out- 
weighted and out-played, and the ball rarely 
got as far as Cunningham a hands. All the 
backs tackled like demons. . The way in 
which Cnssen Catherine-wheeled Gracie was 
delightful. 

The Irish passing—when thev got the ball— 

was very good, but somehow the Stots’ backs 
seemed to be more at home, and ‘their short 
passing was admirable. We had heard great 
things about the Scots’ forwards, ‘and there is 
no doubt that they are a fine pack. 
dribbling was magnificent, and every 
them was an honest worker in the tight. 
Irish eight worked hard, but save for a few 
glorious burats, in which Willie Collopy was 
always to the fore, they were rather dis- 
appointing.

BIG FRENCH COUP. 


THIRTEEN BILLION MARKS 
FOR STRIKERS SEIZED. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

BERLIN, February 25. 

Berlin was dumbfounded yesterday and to- 
day, following the seizure of thirteen billion 
marks, destined to pay the March wages 
of the striking railwaymen in the Bhineland 
and the Ruhr, and of plates for the current 
issve of 5,000 mark notes and a new issue 
of 20,000 mark notes. The money was being 
transpotted on the Berlin-Elberfeld express, 
which stopped at the French control post at 
Hengstey yesterday morning, where it was 
seized by the French authorities. 

This is by far the largest haul made by the 
French of funds destined for the strikers. 
The loss of the printing plates is regarded as 
very serious, as the Germans declare that it 
means calling in the whole series before new 
piates oan be put into operation, otherwise 
the French could flood the occupied area with 
notes, 

Ihe French have been forced until to-day 
to buy about half a billion marks daily, but 
the rich haul at Hengstey supplies enough 
German money for twenty-six more days’ 
occupation. 

The ‘President of the Reichebank regards 
the seizure of this money by the French as 
robbery, because at the moment of seizure it 
vas the private property of the Reichsbank, 
and not yet paid out to official accounts. 

The number of plates seized has not yet 
been announced, but it is believed to be con- 
iderable. The Germans state that the series 
pumbers of all the plates stolen wil] be an- 
nounced immediately in order to prevent the 
bills entering into circulation.

BANK ROBBED AT ESSEN.

DUSSELDORF, Sunday. 

In the Post Office at Cologne there hangs a 
board giving a list of towns with. which 
telephonic and telegraphic communication is 
now interrupted. It is a long list, and is. worth 
remembering in order to explain the easy suc- 
cess of false news, which has been passing 
itself off as true, 

At Bochum, for example, now described as 
the new-centre of the storm cloud, the French 
say that.they have arrested 23 councillors, of 
whom 19 have been released. 

There was also a demonstration in the 
streets, which had to be cleared by troops, 
and. requigitions weré made in shops. That 
is the French account. The German account 
in one of the papers—which has not as vet 
been suppressed— is simply headed: “ Wild 
West show in Bochum.”’ 

French requisitions ere beginning to give 
modern German ‘burglars new ideas. 

At Esseh two the local light-fingered 
gentry called at a bank, and informed the 
night watchmada that he was under arrest, as 
advances of money. had been made from. tlie 
bank to the disbanded. security police. 

They ordered him to produce the books, 
and to open the safe. He did so, and they 
were able to requisition to the tune of several 
million marks. In the morning the watch- 
man discovered that the. men were only

Great strides are being made by the French 
in the organisation of railways. .A Dusseldorf.

ARCHBISHOP AND THE 
PROPOSED NEW BILL, 


EVIL OF APPEALS 
TO CHANCE. 


— 
BATIENING ON HUMAN 
FAILINGS. 

. 

Preaching in St. Patrick’s Cathedral yester- 
day from the Gospel of St. Luke: * Take heed 
and ‘beware of covetousness,’” the Archbishop 
of Dublin said :'— 

I observe that a proposal has been intro- 
duced into the Parliament of the Irish Free 
State for legalising sweepstakes when orga- 
nised on  behalf.of charities. 1 observe, 
further, that the Minister concerned with such 


matters has stated that it is his intention to 
ma the passing of the bill. I am very 
g 


that he has taken this step, and I hope 
he will induce the Dail to refuse its assent to 
this change in the law. 
I do not think it will make for the public 
welfare that further © facilities should be 
granted for money-making through the appeal 
to chance; nor do [ think that it is good 
State policy to make a charity, however de- 
serving, the ostensible object and justification 
of a call to the public ‘to put down small 
sums in the hope of gaining ná sums. The 
State is directly concerned with moral ques- 
tions of this kind; and, although I am very 
far from the desire to see what is known as 
‘* grandmotherly '' legislation introduced, [am 
ually far from the desire to see the State 
adopting a cynical attitude of detachment re- 
garding moral questions. 


STAKING MONEY UPON CHANCE. 

Now, here we see the State confronted at 
the very opening of its independent existence 
with a question pen $ not so much the 
esee as the bene esse of the people. How cau 
it justify its attitude of opposition to the pro- 
posed change? I will not try to answer that 
question from the point of view of the states- 
man; I will only speak for myself, as one 
concerned with public morals. My own view 
is that quite enough facilities exist already 
for the staking of money upon chance. There 
is no need to add any more, bearing the 
sanction of the State. If people wish to stake 
money upon chance they can play games of 
chance; there is the racecourse, there is the 
stock and share market, 

It is not as if there exists any hampering 
prohibition law against a very extensive op- 
portunity for staking money upon chance, The 
question is: ‘‘Do we need the provision, and 
the sanctioning, of any more?” I would as 
the State to say “No.” This is a very diffi- 
cult. question to handle, and I will tell you 
why. It.is extraordinarily hard to put ones 
finger on the particular point where staking 
money on. chance ceases.to be harmless and 
becomes evil. i 

The last thing I wish to do is to make sins 
cut of things which are not sins. And, there- 
fore, if I am to speak the truth to you, I am 
compelled to say that, for my part, I cannot 
see anything sinful in playing for smal] sums 
of-money or making a small bet. It is no 
worse, so far as the act itself goes, to spend 
a few shillings in that way than on sweets. 
Ever since my ministry began I have been 
seeking for a right view on this perplexing 
social problem, and yet I have to admit that 
it is not in itself that I find that its evil lies, 
but in what it leads to. 


‘DANGEROUS TENDENCIES. 

It would be a great deal easier if I could 
say, “The whole thing, from beginning to 
end, is wrong, - than for me to say (as Í have 
to do), ‘‘ It is not the thing that is wrong so 
much as its tendencies.” COlear-cut distinc- 
tions are. far easier to handle than warnings 
based on the argument that this is bad 
bediuse you may go to far or that is bad 
because it may injure someone else. But the 


tendencies of our actions rather than by any 
simpler criterion that, in most cases, we must 
judge them. | 

Now, what dangerous tendencies do I ob- 
serve in staking money on chance? I will deal 
with two. The reiterated’ appeal to chance 
over-stimulates our minds: and excites them 
unbealthily. Most of us live humdrum lives ; 
to-day is as yesterday, and to-morrow will be 
as to-day. Betting and gambling offer an 
ever-renewable relief from this depressing 
sameness. They provide an artificial stimulus 
for lives which know very little variety. But 
it is not a healthy stimulus. It is no more 
healthy than drugs for jaded nerves. It 
exacts its penalty. The exploitation of chance 
very Ao w becomes a passion ; it brings with 
it a feverish restlessness that lives from one 
appeal to chance to another. There are nobler 
forms of mental stimulus, and there are less 
noble. But probably among the ‘least noble 
and the least intelligent is to Be found the 
one which depends on the spinning of a coin, 
the drawing of a number, the rolling of a ball. 

Man's main ‘work in life is to subordinate 
his world to his directing will, and to elimin- 
ate (or, at least, reduce) accident. There we 
have the deification of accident and the wor- 
ship of disorder. A_ succession of wuncer- 
tainties, accompanied with the hope of morey- 
gain, is artificially provided, and man—rea- 
soning magn-—-strikes a bargain with the in- 
calculable and makes anarchy his play-fellow. 


A TREACHEROUS PLAYMATE. 

Now, chance is as treacherous a playmate as 
spiritualism. The danger of a complete dis- 
organisation of the moral sense is the danger 
that awaits the man who challenges chance 
unnaturally and habitually. You and [ can 
control opr. actions, but we cannot control 
the consequences of our actions. And we 
know by recorded experience how the un- 
willingness to do steady. work is one of the 
most immediate sequels of the inordinate ap- 
peal to chance. Again, loss of the sense of 
the true value of money is another sequel. 
**Lightly come, lightly go.” That the State 
should do anvthing to make the appeal to 
chance more easy for its citizens is for the 
State to abdicate its responsibility for their 


welfare. 
LOVE OF MONEY. 


The second evil tendency I note is that the 
staking of money upon chance stimulates the 
love of money. Here, again, we are dealing 
with tendencies. It is, I admit, hard to see 
that covetousness is increased very much by 
people, who can afford it, playing cards for 
small points. or by betting a few shillings 
that this will happen: and that won't. But 
we-are in presence of a very much bigger 
thine than that. The chdnce of winning a 
£5.000 sweetstake appeals to the cupidity 
of the natural man. Who would enter for a 
sweepstake, even for a hospital, if there was 
not-the chance of making something out of it? 
If you want to support the hospital put, down 
vonr -subscription, and satisfy your philan- 
thropy in that simple way. 

No honest man pretends that he joins in 
a sweepstake became he wants to improve 
the breed of. horses or becanée he wants to 
help a charity. The prizes are what attracts 
him. And the question is: “Is the practice 
of dangling before people’s eyes the chance 
of making a, great. deal for next to.nothing— 
is it a practice the State is well advised to 
encourage?’ I answer “No.” 

The State is deeplv concerned in endeavouring 
to ete that its citizens receive wages duly 
proportioned. to the value of their labour. 
There is a natura] relation between effort and 
reward. and that is the rationa] basis of the 
acquisition of money. The more the State can 
maintain this natural relation of work and 
wages the more secure is its position. But 
that the State should take any step to en- 
courage its citizens to make disproportionate 
profits by the appeal to chance is for the State 
to assist in shaking the moral life of the popu- 
lation to its foundations. 


A SPECIOUS ARGUMENT. 


Of course, it may be pleaded that the appeal 
to chance opens the door to men and women 
who earn. low wages or who have inherited no 
capital from their parents to gain in a certain 
number of cases the endowment which the 
fortune of birth has denied them. It is a 
plausible and a specious argument. Human 
nature is much the same everywhere. [Let a 
man obtain a stroke of luck of this kind and 
he will soon try his fortune again. He is very 
unlikely to meet with a second windfall. And 
so he risks what he has won and almost for 
certain loses it. If gamblers were philosophers 
different arguments would apply; but since 
the effect of the gambler’s luck is to drive 
him on to throw all prudence to the winds, the

HORDES LOOTED ROME,

The scientists of to-day are busy digging: up 
the past. The latest expedition is to the 
ruins of ancient Carthage. There a Franco- 
American party of excavators hope to find 
the treasure that was carried off from ancient 
Rome, when it was looted by the hordes from: 
Africa. 

The news of the other investigations may 
be briefly summarised as follows :— 
Luxors—Tomb to be sealed up to-day until 

the. autumn. 

Us—Excavations of the Temple of the Moon 
God, which is said to date back to three 
or four thousand B.C., are proceeding. 

Mrxico—Expedition investigating sites of the 
temples of the Sun God. 


SECRETS OF CARTHAGE. 
—— 
AMERICAN TREASURE. 
HUNTERS FOR AFRICA.

gh Nye PARIS, Sunday. 
Anticipating discoveries as' wonderful as 
Lord Carnarvon’s in the Luxor tombs, Ameri- 
can scientists from Harvard University are 
now in Paris to arrange with ‘the French Go- 
vernment for the complete. unearthing. of 
ancient Carthage, Hannibal’s mighty maritime 


ire. 

‘The first detachment of the expedntion will 
leave this. city on March 7. After negotia- 
tions with the Tunisian Government are made, 
the work of discovery will be directed from 
Harvard by Professor George Chase. Dr.-J. 
J. Luce, of Harvard, will sail for Africa in 
the early spring, and many students from the 
archeological classes will spend the summer 
assisting in the excavating. 

Count Bryon Kuhn de Prorok, the noted 
scientist, who returned from the United States 
a few days ago, will lead the first party. 

If hopes are fulfilled the ruins of Africa’s 
historic city-by-the-sea may yield gold, silver, 
and precious stones, far exceeding the 
£10,000,000 estimate placed on the Luxor 
treasures, so Count de Prorok tells me. 

Searches will be made for the vast stores of 
treasure known to have been brought to 
Carthage by Alaric, the great Vandal king, 
after sacking Rome. 

Count Prorok expects to find the original 
forum of the city, and helieves thet the 
libraries, archives, and treasure rooms will be 
brought to light, and’ that these documents 
will tell the story of the Punic Wars as seen 
by the losers. 

‘‘ During my work there last winter,” he 
added, *‘I found elaborately inscribed tusks of 
the famous elephants of Hannibal’s Army, 
Roman sling stones in lead and pottery, on 
which were carved the words: ‘ May this reach 
the head of my enemy,’ or ‘ May this get 
him.’ I found little bronze lamps, labelled: 


‘Please buy our lamps—they are the cheapest | 


in Carthage.*:”’ 

The American treasure-hunters will be 
assisted by the noted French expert, Father 
Delattre. M. Poinssot, the official Govern- 
ment Archeologist in Tunisia, also will work 
with the group. | . 

“I personally am fascinated with the idea 
of finding the. collection of Greek carved rock 
crystals, which were famous throughout the 
ancient world, and are reported to have been 
last seen in Carthage,” the Count declared. 
“Among the finest examples of Athenian, 
workmanship, these carvings were 4 collection 
of miniatures, representing every sacred 
temple in the Hellenic lands.’’ 

The site of the city that was once the 
world’s second greatést civilised Power,’ is 
owned by various Arabs and African Jews,. 
who plan to build a fashionable modern 
watering place, such as Deauville or Biarritz, 
over the ruined temples and amphitheatres. 

Tae French Government and the American 
scientists hope to save the historic relics from 
such a fate. 

Funds raised in the United States guarantee 
the work. . Half of the treasures found this 
summer will go to Harvard University and the 
other half to France. 
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LAST DAY AT LUXOR. 


TOMB MAY BE CLOSED TO-DAY 
UNTIL THE AUTUMN. 
From A Specia, CoRRESPONDENT. 

LUXOR, Sunday. 

To-dav has been rather like the farewell 
performance of an extraordinarily successful 
play after a tumultuous run. It may not be 
the last day, for considerations may arise 
necessitating the keeping of the tomb open tor 
a few days more. ; 

The intention this evening, however, 1s to 
begin the closure to-morrow morning, and all 
day native carpenters have been at work close 
to the tomb, sawing great squared timbers 
into the proper lengths for blocking the door 
before piling on rock. 

In any case it is not a final farewell, but 
only a temporary suspension, with a revival 
promised for the autumn. One. thing is 
certain, and that is that the whole staff both 
needs and thoroughly deserves a holiday. 

To-day, again, a great number of visitors 
were taken in, chiefly. Egyptians, the majority 
of whom were either representatives of the 
Arabic Press or officials of the various de- 
partmepts oí. the Government. e 

Nigh on two hundred visitors were ad- 
mitted to the tomb during the last two: days. 
In anticipation of te-morrow’s closing, the 
Queen of the Belgians again visited the tomb 
this afternoon. 

In spite of the appalling interruptions of the 
past week, Messrs. Lucas and Mace have 
managed to do a lot of work in the workshop 
in Seti II. tomb. : 

Some think the most marvellous thing vet 
found is an ivory box, painted with hunting 
scenes, which are amazingly delicate, On 
one side of the lid is the King hunting lions, 
and on the other side mixed beasts The King 
ia undoubtedly having creat sport, and some 
of the animals are stuck as full of arrows as 
Saint Sebastian.

Sir Frederick Kenyon placed: the building 
of the original structure somewhere between 
5,000 and 4,000 B.C, 

““ Five thousand years, I think, is excessive 
on the present evidence,” he said, “but 
estimates may quite-reasonably vary by as 
much as five hundred years, Apparently the 
site was not deserted up to the time of 
Nebuchadnezzar, who rebuilt the temple. His

- Not satisfied with the driver's answer to his 
‘inquiry as to the contents of the cases, he 
concealed his suspicions for the moment, but 
by a roundabout way entered the cellar, 
where he found the janitor, who admitted the 
true nature of the goods. 

He arrested the janitor and the driver of 
the lorry, who were both Irishmen, but was 
too late to seize two men accompanying the 
driver, ‘who later asserted that they had 
hired him at random earlier in the day to 
bring the cases from a warehouse across the 
river in Hoboken, New Jersey. The driver 
and the janitor alike protest their innocence 
of any but an accidental connection with the 
affair. 

Federal agents who are investigating the 
case assert that the unknown owners of the 
arms, aware of a close scrutiny over vessels 
leaving Hoboken, had planned to send the 
arms out of the country on some steamship 
leaving the New York side of the river. The 
house they chose for storage is within a few 
hundred yards of piers at which several 
ocean liners are moored.—{The Times

A leading member of 
the Institute handed me the following time- 
table, which covers the daily activities of 
students in the first category—that is to say, 
those who are rosta, “3 in the hands of 
the ‘‘ Maater ” and implicitly obey his“in- 
structions. The majority of the students 
at the present time are governed by this table, 
and will continue to be until the present 
phase is completed. 

6 a.m., students rise; 6.30, breakfast; 7 to 
11, house and farm work; 11 to 1 p.m, in- 
dividual work, according to the “ Master’s ” 
instructions; 1 p.m., dinner; 2 to 4, in the 
workshops or class work in the alts, sciences, 
or languages ; 4 o'clock, tea. 

From tea time to 7 o'clock the student is 
free to do as he likes, provided he has washed 
and changed after the labours of the- day in 
time for supper; -7 p.m., supper; 8 to 9, 
students repeat individually the exercise of 
the previous day in concentration; 9 p.m., 
all students attend the Study House, where 
they work together under the direction of 
M. Gurdjieff or of an instructor in different 
phases of mental development work, dancing, 
or gymnastics. 

The day finishes not before 11 p.m., but 
never later than 2 a.m. The same programme 
holds good for Saturday and Sunday ‘until 
dinner time, after which the students are 
entirely free, unless a dancing demonstration 
is given on Saturday evening, when visitors 
are invited. 


ON MACLEAR’S. BEACON. 
UNIQUE SOUTH AFRICAN 
WAR MEMORIAL. 

CAPE TOWN, Sunday. 

Table Mountain was the scene of a unique 
ceremony to-day, when General Smuts un- 
veiled on Maclear’s Beacon, the highest point 
of the mountain, the war memorial to the 
members of the Mountain Club who lost their 
lives in the war. Thousands of people climbed 
the mountain, among them members of the 
Legislature and of the Municipal Council and 
the Mayor of Cape Town. Never in the 
history of the Cape peninsula has there been 
such a pilgrimage. 

The ceremony opened with a religious Ser- 
vice, after which General Smuts delivered a 
stirring address. 

So long as the human race. endured, the 
Premier said, the names on the memorial 
would be honoured. To mountaineers this 
tableland was their church, and its very 
height symbolised its association with lofty 
ideals. i 

General Smuts having unveiled «the 
memorial, buglers sounded the “‘ Last Post '' 
and the “ Reveille,” and a most impressive 
ceremony concluded by Scottish pipers playin 
a lament which echoed through the heir 
ing mountains.—(Reuter.)

JEWELLER ROBBED. 
THIEVES CHASED THROUGH 
CORK. 

A sensational robbery was committed at 
the shop of Messrs. J. Hilser and Sons, 
jewellers, 95 South Main street, Cork, on 
Saturday morning, and armed robbers got 
away with a number. of wristlet watches. 

About hali-past pine three armed men 
entered the shop, leaving one man on guard 
outside, and demanded two dozen watches. 
The watches were got ready. Customers in 
the meantime, went in and out as usual, The 
three men had concealed their revolvers, and 
stood back a little from the counter, so that 
the people who entered the shop were uuaware 
of their mission. 

Somebody, however, must, have. become 
suspicious, for a report was made to the mili- 
tary at the Courthouse, and a party of sol- 
diers quickly proceeded to the scene. 

At about twenty minutes to ten o'clock 
the watches were handed over to the robbers, 
who immediately made off with them, going 
towards Liberty street. 

The men had not gone far when the mili- 
tary arrived from Washington street. The 
three men who had been inside the shop were 
seen, and when they ran the military gave 
chase.. Two of the men were pursued down 
North Main street. They dodged in and 
around lanes, and were soon lost to view. 

The third man turned up Liberty street, 
doubled down at the courthouse, and turned 
into James’s street, running hard all the time.

* THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS :— 
The state of Southern Ireland to-day is 


appalling and intolerable. . . Almost daily we 


record the insensate destruction of some public 
building or privaté house. Every such 
wanton act is suicidal, for thereby the position 
of Ireland as a bulwark of. civilisation is 
steadily undermined, - It is the first duty of 
any Government to protect the lives and pro- 
.perty of its citizens, and this duty carries with 
‘at-an obvious corollary. If the Government 
fails in ite first duty it must use its authority 
“to see elementary justice done to those whom 
,it bas failed to. protect: . . . We, therefore, 
_welcomé as evidence of good faith the Com- 
,pénsation Bill. which. has just passed. its 
second reading in the Irish Parliament, If 
“this bill. becomes law, it will form definite 
proof that the Free State recognises its re- 
sponsibilities, and that it does not intend to 
default. ay 

Whether it can -honour its bond is another 
question “which raises the whole problem of 
.the financial stability of Ireland. Apart from 
any other consideration, it is obviously im- 
‘possible for the Free State to float a lean in 
‘the City of London, or elsewhere, until the 
amount of the Irish contribution to the Im- 
| sás Budget is fixed in accordance with the 
‘Treaty; for no lender can fix terms until he 
knows his debtor's obligations. If a public 
loan cannot. be floated at the moment there 
are two alternatives, Either the British 
Government can give long-dated bonds to the 
victims and recoup themselves later by ar- 
rangement’ with the Free State Government, 
or the latter can borrow from the 
Irish banks by arrangement with. the 
Bank of England. Whatever the Treasury 
experts may decide to be practicable 
‘at the moment, one thing is clear. — Ireland, 
if she intends to establish herself as a self- 
governing community, must do so without 
some form of British guarantee. And, in 
the meantime, every possible effort must be 
made in this country to support the public 
and private agencies which are struggling to 
relieve the immediate needs of the victims of 
the present barbarous conditions. 

We recognise the immense difficulties of the 
Free State Government and the courage of 


it We are bound to remember that cen- 
turies of irresponsibility—or, as some Irish- 
mer prefer to say, of oppression— 
limited or curtailed their capa 
for statesmanship and for _politi- 
initiative. We admit frankly and 
freely that too often in the past English policy 
towards Ireland has been narrow, miscuided. 
and unintelligent, and that Irishmen have re- 
acted to that policy with all the fierce virility 
of a proud and sensitive people. 
So long as Englahd continues to uphold the 
traditions which have made her great, she 
will not tolerate the pretensions of any part- 
ner whose ambitions are inconsistent with the 
maintenance of her own ideals. We believe 
that the vast majority of the Irish people 
entertain no such ambitions, but on this side 
the Channel we have no reason as yet to 
watch with other than anxious eyes their pre- 
sent conduct of a great inheritance,

A NEW GOLD LOAN, 

The Times Correspondent in Berlin in a 
message yesterday states :— After a week's de- 
bate in the Ministry of Finance the draft law 
for the gold loan was adopted yesterday by 
the Cabinet. In a semi-official communiqué it 
is stated that the purpose of the loan, the 
amount of which is $50,000, approximately 
£10,000 ,000—is. to create for the Government 
@ reserve of foreign exchange, into which it 
can dip at any time to support the mark. By 
this means it is hoped to render available for 
public usefulness the foreign exchange now in 
private hands, in so far as it is not required 
for current needs. It is pointed out thai 
holders of foreign currency may exchange it 
for bonds of equal value, the latter having 
the additional advantage of being available as 
collateral security. The loan is not merely 
@ dollar loan. Currency of other countries 
with a high rate of exchange will be accepted 
at a proper dollar valuation. 

I find financial circles chary of expressing a 
critical.opinion on the loan project at present, 
but they are quite willing to give the Govern. 
ment a chance.

CO-OPERATION IN EUROPE. 

Commenting editorially upon the invitation 
of the Bank of England for subscriptions to 
an’ issue, of £1,800,000 of Austrian Govern- 
ment guaranteed Treasury bills, 7’Ae Times 
remarks :—It represents the first constructive 
effort of the League of Nations, and upon its 
fate may depend: something more important 
than the future of onesmall country.

No stretch of the imagina- 
tion’ is required to appreciate the significance 
of its success or its bearing upon the solu- 
tion of other economic problems which -at 
present bar the way to rapid reconstruction. 


COUNTING CHICKENS IN 
FINANCE, 

The Westminster Gazette says :—A group 
of financial members in the House of 
Commons has a plan for disposing of a fifty 
million surplus next year. Some little time 
ago the Federation of British Industries laid 
before Mr. Stanley Baldwin its scheme for 
distributing a surplus. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer will, no doubt, feel a proper 
gratitude for assistance in what is always the 
lightest of the tasks imposed upon the holder 
of that office. He would be happier, however, 
if ,his advisers showed him whence the surplus 
is to come. Until that question is answered 
satisfactorily the best manner of getting rid 
of surplus. may be an ‘agreeable mental 
exercise, but it is not practical politics. 


INDEPENDENT CONSERVATISM.

A Royal Order has been issued dealing with 
the ‘question of pensions for families of mem- 
Lers of the Spanish Foreign Legion who were 
killed in action or who died of wounds. 
The decision now announced is that there 
must be a differentiation between foreigners 
and Spaniards. In the case of Spaniards it 


‘is decided that their dependents shall have 
the same benefits under the law as dependents 


of soldiers in other branches of the Army, but 
that the law shall not apply in the case of 
foreigners, who, it is laid down, were only 
entitled to the compensation ‘in respect of 
service provided for in their contracts.

Coming to the entrance of Turkey 
into the war, Mr. Churchill lool: 
hack over our previous relations with 
Turkey, and describes the doubt: 
which existed as to the intentions of 
Turkey and the hopes that wer. 
vainly entertained of keeping her out 
of the war. ‘ 

After describing the Turkish ar- 
tack upon Russia in the Black Sén 
and the consequent Allied ultimaturr, 
he proceeds :'— 


N OT till long after did we learn the Biiet- 
ing secret which would have destroved 
all doubts. Already in the crisis of 

July, the leaders of the Young Turk Party 

were in vital negotiation with the Germans, 

and on August 3 the German Admiralty tele 
graphed to Admiral Souchon on board the 

Goeben that an alliance had been signed with 

Turkey and that he was to proceed at once 

to Constantinople. Thus all this time we were 

deceived. 

Russia declared war on Turkey at the ex- 
iry of the ultimatum ; and the. British and 
Fesalon Ambassadors, in company with their 
‘Russian colleague, left Constentinople . on 
November 1—the same day on which at the 
other end of the world the battle of Coronel! 
was being fought. Naval orders to com- 
mence hostilities were sent, in concert with 
the Foreign Office, in conformity with the 
expiry of the ultimatum. 

Admiralty to all ships, 
October 31, 1914 
Commence hostidities at once against 
Turkey. Acknowledge. 

Ou. November 1 two of our destroyers, en- 
tering the Gulf of Smyrna, destroyed a larze 
armed Turkish yacht which was lying by the 
jetty carrving mines; and late that same day 
Adimral Carden was instructed ‘to bombard 
the outer Dardanelles forte at long range on 
the earliest suitable occasion. 


Dardanelles Bombarded. 


This bombardment was carried out on the 
morning of November ó. The two British 
battle cruisers, firing from a range. beyond 
that of the Turkish guns, shelled the hatte- 
ries on the European side at Seddul Balr 
and Cape Helles. The French battleships. fired 
at the Asiatic batteries at Kum Kali. About 
eighty rotinds were fired altogether, resulting 
in considerable damage to the Turkish fort« 
and in several hundred casualties to th: 
Turks and. Germans who manned them. 

he reasons fer this demonstration have 
been greatly canvassed... They were simple, 
though vot important. A British squadron 
hed for months heen waiting outside the Dav- 
danelles. War had been declared with Turkey 
It was natural that fire should be — 
upon the enemy as it would be on the fronts 
of hostile armies. 

It was necessary to know accuratel; 
effective ranzes of the Turkish guns and th: 
conditions under which the entrance to the 
blockaded port could be approached. It has 
heen stated that this bombardment was an 
imprudent act, 4s it was bound to put. th 
Turks on their}; guard and lead, them to 
strengtnen their defences at the Dardaneiles. 


The Second Attack. 

At the Admiralty we did not think 1 
have this effect: nor were we wrong. 
three and a half months later (February 14,

While rumours are increasing indicating the 
possibility of a separate Anglo-Turk agree- 
ment, military preparations are continuing. 
Two battalions of British troops arrived here 
yesterday, and the Allied fleets are swelling 
‘daily. . The. ‘‘Man-o’-War Row” in the 
‘Bosphorus is crowded, 

The Grand National Assembly at Angora 
has passed, without discussion, ah appropria- 
tion for four million pounds for national 
defence. 

The Press Association's Correspondent at 
Constantinople telegraphed last night :-—News 
from Angora is obscure. At the. last mo- 
ment yesterday the Council of Comniissaries 
decided to reconsider its. proposals in regard 
to the Draft Peace Treaty, and they have, 
therefore, not yet been submitted to the 
Assembly. 

Both groups in the Assembly are holding 
meetings and discussing the Treaty.,One newe- 
paper reports the formation of a new group,the 
self-styled ‘‘ Group of Independence,” which 
is reported rapidly to be gaining adherents, 
specially among the military. A main pomt 
in its programme is a demand for the rejec- 
tion of all concessions by Turkey contrary ‘to. 
the riational pact. 

General Pelle, ‘the French High Commie- 
sioner, cal yesterday on Adnan Bey,. the 
Angora représentative, and protested against 
the violent attacks on France in the Turkish 
Press, and declared that there was no jueti- 
fication for throwing the entire blame : for 
the Lausanne breakdown on the French. 

The Parliamentary Commission on Religious 
Affairs has accepted the bill providing for 
compulsory; marriage, In order to encourage 
the birthrate, there is a clause in the hill 
granting exemption from military service to 
one child in families of three. 


CORPORAL’S DEATH. 


MURDER VERDICT BY JURY AT 
CORONER’S INQUEST. 

A verdict that death was caused by wounds 
inflicted by some person or persons unknown, 
who, in the opinion of the jury, were guilty 
of murder, was retarned at the inquest at 
King George V. (St. Brecan’s) Hospital, on 
Saturday, on the body of Corporal McCurley, 
21, of B Company, 58th Battalion, National 
Army, who was killed at Cornmarket, Dublin, 
on Friday night. 

Dr. A. P. Fagan, resident surgeon at King 
George V. Hospital, said that McCurley was 
dead on admission to the hospital. In wit- 
ness’s opinion death was ‘due to shock follow. 
ing a gunshot injury to the brain. The whole 
brain was torn. ne side of the head was 
blown away, a thing which would not occur 
had the injury been made by an ordinary 
bullet. 

Lieutenant Patrick Taylor deposed that he 
was in charge of a party of troops, amongst 
whom was deceased, in a tender on Friday 
night, and, when passing through Cornmarket 
in the direction of Thomas street, they were 
subjectéd to fire from the housetops and other 
points. After the firing, which continued for 
ten minutes, witness saw Corporal McCurley 
lying on the footway. . 

Constables W. Barry and A. Battery, of 
the D.M.P., were commended by the jary for 
their. action in rushing to the assistanée of 
the wounded man whilst the firing was in 
progress. 


PLOTHOLDERS’ DEMANDS 


LEGISLATION REQUIRED, 

Mr. Thomas Shaw presided yesterday at the 
fourth annual congress of the United Irish 
Plotholders’ Union in the Dublin Mansion 
louse. 

The President, in the course of his address, 
said that, considering the difficulties through 
which they had passed, plotholders deserved 
to be commended for retaining their plots, 
pending the legislation which, he felt, would 
come sooner or later. With regard to the 
Municipal and Urban Councils, it was felt 
that they should perform as an act of grace 
what they may possibly be compelled to per- 
form next year as a statutory obligation— 
namely, to arrange for the temporary acquisi- 
tion of land by agreement, on reasonable 
terms, for allotments. 

“If,” he continued, “the Government 
would provide the necessary funds to enable 
the Corporation to acquire some of the large 
grazing farms within easy reach of the city 
for the erection of whole villages of workers’ 
cottages, each haying a decent allotment—say, 
one-eighth of an acre—and that these holdings 
could be sold to the workers under some 
acheme of weekly or monthly payments, which 
should be not much greater than the amounts 
they are obliged to pay as rent to the 
magnates who own their wretched tenements, 
then it go be truly said of Government 
and local authorities that they had at last 
realised that the welfare of the people is the 
best and safest plank in the platform of sound 
democratic government.”’ 

They were surprised at the omission of any 
reference to plotholding in the published re- 
ports of the Agricultural Commission, more 
especially in view of the fact that the food 
supply of Dublin alone would have suffered 
to the extent of at least 2,000 tons per year, 
to say nothing of other vegetables, were jt not 
for the energy of the man with the spade. 
Next year, in all probability, plotholding 
would be carried on in accordance with the 
provisions of an Act of Parliament.

Denis McDonnell Hon. General Secretary.

ITHE MORAL LAW. 


BISHOP DEFENDS STAND 
OF RC. HIERARCHY. 


An important pronouncement was made by 
his lordship. Most Rev. Dr. Hallinan, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Limerick, yesterday, on 
the occasion of a Peace Procession, orgafiised 


by the Limerick Arch-Confraternity of the 
Holy Family, m which 7,500 men and boys 
took part. The procession wae from Mount 
St. Alphonsus Church to St. John’s Cathedral, 
where an address was presented to the Bishop, 
to which he replied, the processioniate then 
reforming and returning to Mount St. 
Alphonsus Church, where Solemn Benediction 
was imparted. 

In the address to his‘lordship from the Con- 
fraternity, which was read by Mr. T. Duggan, 
it was stated that “no matter what tical 
differences may exist between us, we assure 

ur lordship that we are united as Catholics 
in our determination to regard as the voice of 
God Himself the teaching oí our Bishops in 
matters of Faith and moral conduet.” if 
there were some who would estrange the 
people from ‘their pastors, the men of the 
Vonfraternity were not of that type. 

Most Rev. Dr. Hallinan, in his reply, said 
that members of the Confraternity had come 
to make reparation for the insults and injuries 
to the Faith and religious life of the country, 
caused by the dissemmation of false principles 
and groundless allegations regarding the 
motives and actions of their Bishops on recent 
occasions, and to say that they dissociated 
themselves from such conduct. 

After dealing with the powers and influence 
of the Catholic clergy in Ireland, his lordship 
reviewed the political situation from the time 
of the signing of the Treaty. He pointed out 
that at their meeting on December 13th, 1921, 
the Bishops refrained from interfering in the 
political issue, seadh it was expected in 
many quatters that they would do so. The 
eaution thus exercised was fully justified by 
subsequent eventa. 

At their meeting in April, 1922, Dr. Halli- 
nan continued, the Bishops distinctly stated 
that, although holding definite and decided 
views on the qnestion of the Treaty, they 
would not obtrude those views on an y- 
While expressing the view that its sdoption 
would be best for the country, there was, 
therefore, no episco dictation on this issue. 
On the moral question, however, the Bisho 
spoke out clearly when they condemned the 

rinciples which were being propagated as 
en in. fundamental conflict with God's 
law and eocial morality. 

Such was the claim that a section of the 
Army could declare itself independent of the 
civil Government of the country. That Army, 
as a whole, much less 4 portion of it, had no 
such moral right, as from. the nature of its 
institution it wae the servant, not the master, 
of the civil authority. To allow the contrary 
principle would be to permit a usurpation of 
the people's rights, oad would be wholly sub- 
versive of civil liberty. 

In the Bishops’ October Pastoral these im- 
moral principles were dealt with again, and 
the Bishops denounced assassinations and the 
campaign of plunder and incendiatism. 

The Bishops knew that their teachings on 
these matters would wound the strong feelings 
of many of their people, and the thonght was 
agony to them. but they felt that they must 
teach the truth in this great crisis, no matter 
what the consequences. They felt that they 
roust safeguard the Faith and morals at any 
cost. 

Concluding. his lordship said : “I bave 
thought it right to place before you the 
actions and motives of your Bishops in this 
crisis of your country. You will see therein a 
fall justification of your own action: You will 
see, I believe, that your present spiritual 
shepherds in episcopacy are not unworthy of 
their predecessors, and that they are prepared 
to face, not only unjust criticism and 
calamny, but even imprisonment and death, 
if need be, rather than fail in their duty to 
their flock, or betray their trust.

“€AT” FOR MANY BELFAST 
CULPRITS. 


At the Belfast City Commission on Satur- 
day, Mr. Justice Brown passed sentences on 
prisoners convicted during the week. 

In the case of John Hamilton, Joseph Gal- 
braith, and Samuel Watson, found guilty of 
armed robbery ‘in Ballymacartett neighbour- 
hood, | 

His Lordship said that the offence of which 
the prisoners had been convicted was intoler- 
able. They had “held up” a man at the 
point of the revolver, demanded drink, and 
robbed him of whiskey and stout. That was a 
class of offence that must be put down. It 
was all the worse to think that that kind of 
crime was being committed by young men 
who, he was told, had previously been of good 
character. Galbraith had been in trouble be- 
fore, and had served three years at Balmoral 
Industrial School. He would be sentenced to 
four years’ penal servitude, with fifteen strokes 
of the “eat.” Watson would be sentenced to 
three years’ penal servitude and ordered 
fifteen strokes of the ''cat.” Hamilton would 
receive the same sentence as Watson—three 
years’ penal servitude. Flogging was dis- 
pensed with in his case owing to his physica! 
unfitness. 

Richard J. Coyle, found guilty of armed 
robbery, when put forward, protested that he 
was not the man who had committed the 
offence. 

The Judge said that the prisoner had been 
convicted on the clearest evidence of the worst 
case on the list. Mra. McMaster had been 
making up pay for workmen, and the accused, 
with some other persons, entered and tried to 
terrorise her. She resisted, and the prisoner 
hit her on the head with a revolver and cut 
her. She bore the mark of the wound, and 
would for some time to come. 

Prisoner was sentenced to five years’ penal 
servitude and ordered fifteen strokes the 
“eat.” 

Thomas MclIlwrath, found guilty of armed 
robbery, was sentenced to three years’ penal 
servitude. 

In the case of Joseph Glover and Edward 
Hughes, who had been found ilty of at- 
tempted armed robbery, his Lordship said that 
they had been convicted of a very cowardly 
assault on an elderly man, who resisted the 
attack, and eventually succeeded in bringing 
them to justice. Glover, who was unfit to 
receive corporal punishment, would be sen- 
tenced to three years’ penal. servitude, and 
Hughes would be ordered three years’ penal 
servitude and ten strokes c! the “ cat.” 

In the case of Albert Smyth and Samuel 

Kirkpatrick, found guilty of armed robbery, 
his Lordship ordered Smyth three years’ pena)’ 
servitude and fifteen strokes of the ''cat," and 
sentenced Kirkpatrick to eighteen calendar 
months’ imprisonment. “

last, were each sentenced to twelve calendar 
months’ imprisopment, with hard ‘abour. 

Joseph McCrisken, who had pleaded guilty 
to the unlawful possession o: firearms, was 
sentenced to twelve calendar months’ imprison- 
mént, with hard labour, from the date of 
arrest—November 18.

HANDICAPPING TRADE 
WITH GREAT BRITAIN.

| Asked by our representative for his views 
i with reference to the proposed Customs barrier, 
Mr. William Hewat, a prominent member oi 
the Dublin. Port and Docks Board, who 
last- year Giled the office of President of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce, said :—* It is 
obvious that the Free State Government must 
have control of ite frontier for the collection 
of taxes and for ascertaining accurately the 
total imports and exports of the country, but, 
on the other hand, with a long seaboard and 
a 240-mile land frontier, the expense that t= 
to be involved seems to me to be out of pro- 
rtion to the amount of revenue that is to 
Se collected. Moreover, it will cause a great 
deal of trouble to merchants trading to Great 
Britain or to Northern Ireland, which might 
be mirtimised if a mutual arrangement could 
be come to as between all the Governments 
concerned. | 
If that is not possible to arrange, it means 
the duplication of expenses in having separate 
Customs offices over the whole area. With 
an amicable arrangement, there could be one 
set of Customs applicable to the Government 
of Northern Ireland and of the Free State, 
with one set of expenses as between the two 
areas. _In the same way with the sea-borne 
traffic, the game conditions could be made to 
apply. i 
“Of course, all this would depend upon a 
mutual arrangement being come to, which 
should not be impossible, seeing that all the 
parties are interested in any economy that 
can be eff The more expenses are piled 
wP the more will have to be added to the

“There is nothing in the immediate out- 
look, except in so Íar as the making of ar- 
rangenténta to deal with the Customs barrier 
is concerned: The Customs barrier will come 
into force on or after the Ist 1) next. So 
far as the public are concerned,” continued 
Mr. Hewat, ' the main fact for them to 
realise is that, if they want to send parcels 
in or ont, these parcels will have to be passed 
through the Customs, whether datiable or 
not—Government inspection of everything 
passing to and fro will be involved. In the 
first instance things will be bad, but will 
probably settle into a groove later on. The 
main thing will be the big gupenee involved if 
everybedy is going to work his own Customs 
independent of everybody else. 

“Will that mean a tariff war”. 

“The question of a tariff war does not 
arise at the moment, and cannot arise until 
there is some proposal to differentiate in 
tariffs.*” 


WAIT AND SEE. 


NORTHERN IRELAND VIEWS 
FUTURE CALMLY. 

In Belfast business circles there seems to 
be no desite to jump to conclusions regard 
ing the effects of the new Customs border- 
line between Northern Ireland and the Free 
State. The general tendency is to await 
events. 

It is recognised that the South of 
Ireland's fiscal system does not necessarily 
imply any great departure from the Customs 
duties now payable in both North and South. 
At the present moment it is possible that 
there is just as great a uantity of goods 
sold in Northern Ireland that are manufac- 
tured in the South as there are Northern 
goods sold in the South. One leading Bel- 
fast manufacturer says that, since the days 
of the boycott in the South, the North bas 
been concentrating upon increasing trade in 
Great Britain and other markets abroad, and 
until conditions in the South become normal, 
there is no intention of entering that market 
to any great extent. Trade with the fouth 
was only a small: fraction of the total out- 
put of Northern works. A high Customs bar- 
rier could, of course, effectively stop trade 
between the North and South. 

The views expressed by Mr. J. M. 
Andrews, Minister of Labour, are generally 
those held in “Government, circles in Pef- 
fast. : 

“ Attempts may be made; he said, “ to 
establish some kind of Customs barrier be- 
tween Southern Ireland, ourselves, and Great 
Britain. This would be a two-edged sword, 
which our Government and the Imperial! 
Government could easilv wield with disas- 
trous results against the Free State. I hop. 
however, that such a situation wil! never 
arise. I would much prefer fo see the two 
Governments going forward in friendly 
rivalry, each striving for the welfare of its 
own part of our island home."

As December passed, a sense of indescrib- 
able relief stole upon the Admiralty.. We had 
made the great transition from peace to war 
without disaster. almost without mishap. All 
the perils which had haunted us before the 
war, and against which we had prepared, had 
been warded off or surmounted or had never 
come to pass. There had been no surprise. 
The Fleet was ready. The Army had reached 
the decisive battlefield in the nick of time 
ani was satisfactorily maintained, The 
mining danger had been overcome. We 
thought we had the measure of the submarine, 
and so, indeed, we had for nearly two years 
to come. 

All the enemy’s plans for commerce 
struction and al] our alarms about them had 
come to nought. British and Allied commerce 
proceeded without hesitation throughout the 
world; the trade and food of Britain were 
secured ; the war insurance dropped to 1 per 
cent. A .feeling of profound thankfulness 
filled our hearts as this first Christmas of the 
war approached; and of absolute confidence 
in final victory. 

The mighty enemy, with al] the advantages 
of preparation and design, had delivered. his 
onslaught, and had everywhere been brought 
to a standstill. It was our turn now. The 
initiative had passed to the Great Amphibian. 
The time and the means were at our com- 
mand. It was for us to say where we would 
strike and when. 
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we believed, ample; and in addition the 
whole ‘of those enormous fleets which hitherto 
had been spread over the outer seas now 
formed a surplus fleet capable of intervening 
in the supreme struggle without in any way 
compromising the foundation of our paval 
power, 

But these realisations were only permissible 
as the prelude to fresh and still more intense 
exertions. It would, indeed, be shameful, so 
it seemed at least to me, for the Admiralty 
to rest contented with the accomplishment 
of the first and most hazardous stage of its 
task and to relax into a supine contemplation 
of regained securities and dangers overcome. 


Courting a Terrible Danger. 
Now was the time to make our weight tell, 
erhaps, decisively, but certainly most 

heavily, in the struggle of the armies. Now 
was the time to take these Germans by the 
throat or by the nose, to dig the rats out 
of their holes,’’ to fasten an offensive upon 
them unexpected and unforeseeable, to present 
them with a succession of surprising situations 
leading on from crisis to crisis and from blow 
to blow till their downfall was achieved. 

Moreover, these same Germans were, of all 
the enemies in the world, the most formidable 
when pursuing their own plans; the most 
easily discohcerted when forced to coniorm to 
the plans of their antagonist. 

To leave a German leisure to 
vast, patient, accurate designs, to 
slow, thorough, infinitely far-seeing 
tions was to court a terrible dange! 
him out of his to baffle his 
mind, Lo break lus self confidence, to cow his 
spirit, to rupture his schemes b) unexpected 
action, was surely the path not only of glory 
but of prudence. 
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Here then ends the first phase oí the 
naval war, and with it this volume. The 
first part oí the British task is done both by 
land and sea. Paris and the Channel ports 
are saved, and the seas are cleared. It is 
certain that the whole strength of the British 
Empire can be turned into war power and 
brought to bear upon the enemy. 

Measureless Resources. 

There is no chance of France being struck 
down before the British Empire is ready; 
there is no chance of the British. mhire 
itself being paralysed before its full force can 
be applied to the struggle. The supreme 
initiative passes from the Teutonic Powers to 
the Allies. Resources, almost measureless 
and of indescribabie variety in ships, in men, 
in munitions and devices of war, will now 
flow month by month steadily into our’ hands. 
What shall we do with them ? 

Strategic alternatives on the greatest scale 
and of the highest order present themselves to 
our choice. Which shall we choose? Shall we 
use our reinforced fleets and great new armies 
of 1915 either to turn the Teutonic right in 
the Baltic or their left in the Black Sea and 
the Balkans’ Or shall we hurl our manhood 
against sandbags, wire, and concrete in frontal 
attack upon the German fortified lines in 
France? 

Shall we by a supreme effort make direct 
contact with our Russian ally or leave her in 
a dangerous isolation? Shall we by decisive 
action,, in hopes of shortening the conflict, 
marshal and draw in the small nations in the 
North and in the Seuth who now stand out- 
side it? Or shall we plod steadily forward 
at what lies immediately in our front? 

Shall our armies trample the mud of Flan- 
ders, or shall we break new ground? Shall 
our fleets remain contented with the ‘grand 
and solid results they have won, or shall they 
ward off iuture perils by a cew inexhaustible 
audacity?

HEALTH REFORM. 

TO TUL EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—We were sorry to note in your report 
on the meeting recently held by this Union on 
the subject of public health reform that the 
great need for nurses in the country districts 
in Ireland was not more emphasised. Miss 
Annie Smithson's able remarks on this 
matter unfortunately, omitted. This 
lady has been a district nurse in Donegal, and 
gave a vivid description at the meeting of 
the terrible isqlation and difficulties of a dis- 
trict there. She is, indeed, a “ voice 
crying in the wilderness,’’ and the ignorance 
of the ceuntry people in the most elementary 
health rules seems appalling. She emphasised 
the great boon of a cottage hospital (such 
as that suggested in the scheme drawn up by 
this Union) would be in those lonely districts, 
or even a house where two or three nurses 
could live together, and help each other, 
instead of, as at present, being 
isolated. 

We hope very much that our meeting wil! 
have drawn attention to the need for a 
Ministry of Health, just as much as one for 
Fisheries, and that it will make pro: 
vision of nurses for the lonely country dis- 
tricts one of its first activities The people 
who need these nurses so sorely are inarticu- 
late in matters, and a native Govern- 
ment should make their needs ‘its first con- 
sideration.—Yours, etc.,

LENTEN LECTURES AT DUBLIN 
JESUIT CHURCH. 


‘QE the Church of St. Francis Xavier, 
Gardiner street, Dublin, yesterday, the second 
of a series of Lenten lectures was delivered by 
the Rev. T. V. Nolan, 8.J., when the preacher 
lectured on “The Cry for Aid.” Owing to in- 
disposition, Father Nolan was unable to preach 
on the previous Sunday, and the sermon was 
then preached by the Rev. P. J. Gannon, S.J. 

Father Nolan said that the reason for his 
choosing the “De Projundis’’ as his subject 
for his Lenten lectures was because of the 
great falling away in hope, confidence, and 
courage in the country. 

Long centuries ago the cry of the “De 
Profundis’’ had arisen from the Jews in cap- 
tivity, and since then it had ever remained 
the cry of stricken humanity. 

As to the Jews, the state of their lives had 
caused the mouth of the abyss to open, the 
abyss which was destined to engulf them. 
Gradually they had been falling away from 
the faith of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. They 
had worshipped false gods and given way to 
strange practices. Neglecting the warnings of 
the Prophets, they continued on their evil 
course, and God in His justice sent them into 
captivity as a punishment for their sins. 

They had found it hard at first, continued 
Father Nolan. And in captivity they found 
themselves at the bottom of the pit; for the 
wrath of the Lord had struck them. Humbled 
and made penitent by the jeers and scoffings 
of their they once more turned, 
pleading. to the one and only Friend Who 
could help them and cried: ' Out of the depths 
[ have cried to Thee, O Lord; Lord, hear my 
voice.”” 

And, said the preacher, God heard the cry 
of the Jews. 

In our own lives, continued Father Nolan, 
there were times when trials and afflictions 
came so fast and so heavy as to. oppress and 
weaken the spirit. But such trials were meant 
to be bourne. Thev were sent-to strengthen, 
to weaken. There must be no despair; 
rather, hke the Jews of old, we must turn to 
our God—the one true friend—and cry for His 
assistance, remembering that the cry of a soul

The Submarine Menace, 


_It is worth while to review the whole 
situation. First, the transport of troops and 
supplies to France was unceasing and vital 
to our Army. On the top of all this came 
the operations on the Belgian coast, the 
approach of the enemy to the Channel ports, 
and the long-drawn crisis of the great battle 
of -Ypres-Yser. 

Secondly, all the enemy's cruisers were still 
alive, and a number of hostile armed mer- 
chantmen were free in the outer seas, each 
threatening an indefinite number of points and 
areas and réquiring from five to ten times 
their numbers to search for them and protect 
traffic while they were at large. 

At the same time, the great convoys of 
trophs from India, from Canada, from Aus- 
tralia, and the collection of the British 
regular garrisons from all parts of the world 
were proceeding; and no less than six 
separate expeditions, viz., Samoa, New 
(tuinea, the Persian Gulf, German East Africa, 
the Cameroons, and German South-West 
Africa, were in progress and at a critical 
stage. Upon this was thrust the outbreak of 
war with Turkey and the atiack upon the 
Sréz Canal. 

To meet these fierce obligations we had to 
draw no leas than three decisive units from 
the Grand. Fleet. This Fleet, which at the 
outset of the war was in perfect order, was 
already requiring refits by rotation, with con- 
eecuent reduction of available strength. 

Meanwhile the submarine menace had de- 
clared itself in a serious form, and was, more- 
‘over, exaggerated in our minds. Although 
the most vehement efforts were being made 
to give security to our fleets in their Nor- 
thern harbours, these measures took many 
weeks, during which anxiety was continual, 


Fear of Invasion. 

Behind all stood the German Fleef, aware, 
Se we must suppcx, of the strain to which 
we were being subjected, and potentially ready 
to challenge the supreme decision. With the 
long. nights of winter, the ‘absence of all 
regular troops from the country, the then 
inadequate training of the Territorial Force, 
and the embryonic condition of the new 
Kitchener armies, the fear of invasion re- 
vived, and, although rejected, nevertheless re- 
quired a whole series of precautionary mea- 
sures. It was a formidable time. 

More than once the thought occurred that 
the Admiralty would be forced to contract 
their responsibilities and abandon to their 
fate for a time geome important interests, in 
order that those which were vital might be 
secored. In the event we just got through. 

It. may be claimed that during these months 
we met every single call that was made upon 
us, guarded e«-cry sea, carried every expedi- 
tion, brought every convoy safely in, dis- 
charzed all our obligations both to the Army 
in France and to the Belgians, and all the 
time maintained such a disposition of our 
main forces that we should never have de- 
clined battle had the enemy ventured to offer 
it. 


Clearing the Oceans. 


Then suddenly all over the world the ten- 
sion was relaxed. One after enother the 
German cruisers and commerce destroyers 
were blocked in or hunted down. The great 
convoys arrived. The expeditions were 
safely landed. Ocean after ocean became 
clear. The boom defences of our harbours 
‘wer) completed. A ecore of measures for 
coping with the submarine were set on fot, 
arge reinforcements of new ships of the 
highest quality and of every class began to 
jn> the Fleet. The attack on the Svez Canal 
was beaten off. The rebellion in South Africa 
war quelled by the Boer leaders: The dangers 
of invasion, if such there were, diminished 
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Scottish forwards breaking away.

The great battle for the Channel ports 
ended in decisive and ever-glorious victory. 
And final'y, with the battle of the Falkland 
Islands, the clearance of the oceans was com- 
plete, and, except in the land-locked » Baltic 
ani Black Seas and the defended area of the 
Heligoland Bight, the German flag had ceased 
to fly on any vessel in any quarter of the 
globe. En 

As December passed, a sense oí índescrib- 
able relief stola upon the Admiralty.. We had 
made the great transition from peace to war 
without, disaster. almost without mishap. All 
the perils which had haunted us before the 
war, and against which we had prepared, had 
been warded off or surmounted or had never 
come to pass. There had been no surprise. 
The Fleet was ready. The Army had reached 
the decisive battlefield in the nick of time 
an. was satisfactorily maintained, The 
mining danger had been overcome. We 
thought we had the measure of the submarine, 
and so, indeed, we had for nearly two years 
to come. 

All the enemy’s plans for commerce de- 
struction and all our alarms about them had 
come to nought. British and Allied commerce 
proceeded without hesitation throughout the 
world; the trade and food of Britain were 
secured ; the war insurance dropped to 1 per 
cent. A feeling of profound thankfulness 
filled our hearts as this first Christmas of the 
war approached; and of absolute confidence 
in final victory. 

The mighty enemy, with all the advantages 
of preparation and design, had delivered his 
onslaught, and had everywhere been brought 
to a standstill. It was our turn now. The 
initiative had passed to the Great’ Amphibian. 
The time and the means were at our com- 
mand. It was for us to say where we would 
strike and when. 
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we believed, ample; and in addition the 
whole ‘of those enormous fleets which hitherto 
had been spread over the outer seas now 
formed a surplus fleet capable of intervening 
in the supreme struggle without in any way 
compromising the foundation of our naval 
power, 

But these realisations were only permissible 
as the prelude to fresh and still more intense 
exertions. It would, indeed, be shameful, so 
it seemed at least to me, for the Admiralty 
to rest contented with the accomplishment 
of the first and most hazardous stage of its 
task and to relax into a supine contemplation 
of regained securities and dangers overcome. 


Courting a Terrible Danger. 
Now was the time to make our weight tell, 
erhaps, decisively, but certainly most 

see 2 in the struggle of the armies. Now 
was the time to take these Germans by the 
throat or by the nose, “ to dig the rats out 
of their holes,’’ to fasten an offensive upon 
them unexpected and unforeseeable, to present 
them with a succession of surprising situations 
leading on from crisis to crisis and’ from blow 
to blow til] their downfall was. achieved. 
Moreover, these same Germans were, of al! 
the enemies in the world, the most formidable 
when pursuing their own plans; the most 
easily discoficerted when forced to coniorm to 
the plans of their antagonist. : 
To leave a German leisure to his 
vast, patient; ‘accurate designs, to make his 
slow, thorough, infinitely far-seeing prepara- 
tions was to court a terrible danger. To throw 
him out of his stride, to baffle his studious 
mind, to break his self confidence, to cow his 
spirit, to rupture his schemes b) unexpected 
action, was surely the path not only of glory 
but of prudence.

Here then ends the first phase of the 
naval war, and with it this volume. The 
first part of the British task is done both by 
land and sea. Paris and the Channel ports 
are saved, and the,seas are cleared. It is 
certain that the whole strength of the British 
Empire can be turned into war power and 
brought to bear upon the enemy. 


Measureless Resources. 

There is no chance of France being struck 
down before the British Empire is ready; 
there is no chance of the British Emyire 
itself being paralysed before its full force can 
be applied to the struggle. The supreme 
initiative passes from the Teutonic Powers to 
the Allies. Resources, almost measureless 
and of indescribable variety in ships, in men, 
in munitions and devices of war, will now 
flow month by month steadily into our’ hands. 
What shall we do with them? 

Strategic alternatives on the greatest scale 
and of the highest order present themselves to 
our choice. Which shall we choose? Shall we 
use our reinforced fleets and great new armies 
of 1915 either to turn the Teutonic right in 
the Baltic or their left in the Black Sea and 
the Balkans’ Or shall we hurl our manhood 
against sandbags, wire, and concrete in frontal 
attack upon the German fortified lines in 
France? 
Shall we by a supreme effort make direct 
contact with our Russian ally or leave her in 
a dangerous isolation? Shall we by decisive 
action,. in hopes of shortening the conflict, 
marshal and draw in the small nations in the 
North and in the Seuth who now stand. out- 
side it? Or shall we plod steadily forward 
at what lies immediately in our front? 
Shall our armies trample the mud of Flan- 
ders, or shall we break new ground? Shall 
our fleete remain contented with the “grand 
and solid sesults they have won, or shall they 
ward off tuture perils by a cew inexhaustible 
audacity?

Str,—We were sorry to note in your report 
on the meeting recently held by this Union on 
the subject of public health reform that the 
great need for nurses in the country districts 
in Ireland was not more emphasised. Miss 
Annie Smithson’s very able remarks on this 
matter were, unfortunately, omitted. This 
lady has been a district nurse in Donegal, and 
gave a vivid description at the meeting of 
the terrible isglation and difficulties of a dis- 
trict nurse there. She is, indeed, a “ voice 
crying in the wilderness,’ and the ignorance 
of the ceuntry people in the most elementary 
health rules seems appalling. She emphasised 
the great boon of 4 cottage hospital (Suit h 
as that suggested in the scheme drawn up by 
this Union) would be in those lonely districts, 
or even a house where tyxo or three 
could together, and help each 
instead of, as at present, being 
isolated. 

We hope very much that our meeting wil! 
have drawn attention to the need for a 
Ministry of Health, just as much as one for 
Fisheries, and that it will make 
vision of nurses for the: lonely country dis- 
tricts one of its first activities The people 
who need these nurses so sorely are inarticu- 
late in these, matters, and a native Govern- 
ment should "make their needs its first con-

LENTEN LECTURES AT DUBLIN 
JESUIT CHURCH. 


'AE the Church of St.° Francis Xavier, 
Gardiner street, Dublin, yesterday, the second 
of a series of Lenten lectures was delivered by 
the Rev. T. V. Nolan, 8.J., when the preacher 
lectured on “‘ The Cry for Aid.” Owing to in- 
disposition, Father Nolan was unable to preach 
on the previous Sunday, and the sermon was 
then preached by the Rev. P. J. Gannon, 8.J. 

Father Nolan said that the reason for his 
choosing the “De Profundis" as his subject 
for his Lenten lectures was because of the 
great falling away in hope, confidence, and 
courage in the country. 

Long centuries ago the cry of the “De 
Profundis”’ had arisen from the Jews in cap- 
tivity, and since then it had ever remained 
the cry of stricken humanity. 

As to the Jews, the state of their lives had 
caused the mouth of the abyss to open, the 
abyss which was destined to engulf them. 
Gradually they had been falling away from 
the faith of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. They 
had worshipped false gods and given way to 
strange practices. Neglecting the warnings of 
the Prophets, they continued on their evil 
course, and God in His justice sent them into 
captivity as a punishment for their sins. 

They had found it hard at first, continued 
Father Nolan. And in captivity they found 
themselves at the bottom of the pit; for the 
wrath of the Lord had struck them. Humbled 
and made penitent by the jeers and scoffings 
of their enemies, they once more turned, 
pleading. to the one and only Friend Who 
could help them and cried : ' Out of the depths 
I have cried to Thee, O Lord; Lord, hear my 
voice.”” 

And, said the preacher, God heard the cry 
of the Jews. 

In our own lives, continued Father Nolan, 
there were times when trials and afflictions 
came so fast and so heavy as to oppress and 
weaken the spirit. But such trials were meant 
to be bburne. They were sent-to strengthen, 
not to weaken. There must be no despair; 
rather, like the Jews of old, we must turn to 
our God—the one true friend—and cry for His 
assistance, remembering that the cTY of a soul 
in the depths is never lost to the ear of the 
Saviour, Who is all goodness, mercy and 
po wer,

We may take 
it, therefore, that these three personages are 
‘all going down the Strand’ to the tune of 
Document 2, with its oath and its yearly 
money tribute to the ‘ Head of the Associated 
States." It is still a little vague as to what 
Mr. Liam Lynch is standing—or running—for. 
I expect that, as a practical man, he is 
rapidly realising that it does not matter very 
much. 

“It is all rather a grim joke for the Irish 
nation. Souls have been damned, hearts have 
been broken, blood has been plentifullv 
spilled, lives have been blasted, millions of 
pounds’ worth of material destruction has been 
done for the quibbling metaphysical difference 
between Mr. de Valera s face-saving document, 
and the honest, straightforward Treaty which 
two big men who loved their people better 
than their faces signed in the people's name.

SHOT AFTER ‘A DANCE. 


YOUNG WOMAN’S DEATH IN 
COUNTY TYRONE. 

; Mr. John Elliott, solicitor, Strabane, held 

an inquest on Saturday evening on the body of 

Rosanna Nelson, who was shot that morning 

at Tullywhisker, near Sion Mills. 

William Nelson, a flax-dresser, an uncle of 
the deceased girl, said that he accompanied 
Rosanna and her sister to a dance in a ba: 
at Tullywhisker on Friday night, and they 
remained until five o'clock on Saturday morn- 
ing. He left for home, the girls saying that 
they would follow him. He had gone abo 
150 yards when he heard shots near the barn 
and, returning, saw his niece and a 
man named John Mills lying on the road 
When he tried to lift his niece two more shots 
were fired at close quarters. His niece died 
ten minutes afterwards. Abont twenty “B 
Specials were at the dance, and nearly al! were 
armed. The shots that he heard were riff 
shots. There was no drink at the dance.’ 

A District Inspector of the Special Police 
produced a revolver bullet that he found 
the road near where the girl had been shot 

The medical evidence showed that the bullet 
had entered the left side and had passed 
through the body. 

The jury found that death was due to shock 
and hemorrhage, caused by: a revolver bullet 
fired by some person unknown.

VICTORY IN CHIEF EVENT. 
JOSEPH CANTY RIDES TWO

Rain and mist contrived to spoil the con- 
cluding day's racing at Manchester on Satur- 
day; so far as viewing the running was con- 
cerned, but, notwithstanding the conditions, 
there was a very large attendance, and the 
sport, on the whole, was very interesting. 

Mr. C. F. Kenyon opened the proceedings 
briskly with a double event, the Irish jockey, 
Joseph Canty, riding both Rafter and Fool 
Proof. Rafter showed finishing speed which 
would have been creditable in a five farlong 
sprint, while Fool Proof, who had run third 
the first day to San Raphael and Aris, did the 
fielders a good turn, inasmuch as he beat no 
fewer than nine better backed animals, and 
made no mistake about it when the last 
hundred yards came to be considered. 

Not to be outdone, the Hednesford stable, 
presided over by Coulthwaite, brought off a 

“ double” jn the two succeeding races, but, 
although Cinzano was well backed for the 
Borough Steeplechase and now made amends 
for disappointments, Fariray was 
apparently neglected in the betting on the 
valuable Salford Borough Hurdle Plate. His 
stablé companion, Harmo nius, carried almost 
as much money as the favourite, Glass Idol, 
and it seemed inconceivable that Fariray, 
whose owner, Mr. Monahan, hails from Ire- 
land, should have been left to plough a lonely 
furrow in the market, but to many stay-at- 
home backers the odds returned must have 
been an extraordinarily welcome surprise. In 
addition to Fariray and Harmonius, Coul- 
thwaite saddled King David, who, however, 
failed to get into the first three, nor did 
Bolshevist, who was well backed, run up to 
expectations.

HOW SCOTLAND WON. 


RELAND'S heavy defeat tw England a fortnight 

ago, drizzling rain, and the unsettled state of 
affairs in the country, were factors likely to militate 
against a large attendance at Lansdowne road on 
Saturday on the occasion of the annual match 
between Ireland and Scotland.
